This 
was  regretted  hy  the  audience,  a.  Mr. 
Blythe  has  quite  a reputation  among  hit 
people  as  a speaker,  and  with  his  tine 


' Literature,  by  his  own  consent  was 
transferrid  to  the  chair  of  Metaphysics, 
and  the  chair  thus  vacated  was  filled  by 
the  election  of  a distinguished  scholar 
and  teacher,  1‘rofessor  Addison  Huge, 
late  Gieek  Professor  in  Ifatnpden-Sid- 
ney  College. 

The  University  is  therefore  equipped 
for  the  work  before  it.  Tne  trustees 
have  no  request  to  make  of  the  people 
except  that  they  will  heartily  sustain 
their  own  University  by  patronage  anil 
accept  the  assurance  that  it  is  full 
worthy  of  it.  It  has  been  noticeable 
for  several  years  past  that  the  graduate 
class— the  Alumni  of  the  University — 
have  been  unable,  from  sheer  want  of 
attendance,  to  give  any  prominence  to 
to  their  annual  meetings  on  the  occasion 
of  the  University  Commencement.  The 
reputation  of  an  institution  of  learning 
is,  iu  a great  measure  coufided  to  this 
"perpetual  order  of  men.”  They  never 
cease  to  be  a par,  of  it.  Their  annual 
assemblage  on  the  day  of  Kxbibition  is 
regarded  hy  the  studetus  as  part  of  the 
cerqmony  most  important,  as  it  is  to 
tbemvthe  most  pleasing.  There  are 
numberless  so  called  brotherhoods  iu  the 
multiplied  movements  of  modern  life, 
hut  that  between  the  student  classes 
and  the  graduate  is  one  of  the  oldest 
and  least  exclusive  and  least  selfish. 
Itstandswitbout  constitution  or  articles, 
or  creed,  upon  the  bond  of  sympathy 
between  those  who  get  their  inspiration 
from  the  same  honored  fountain,  and 
are  animated  by  the  aspiration  to  be- 
come useful  to  their  country  and  to 
mankind.  At  their  last  June  meeting 
the  Trustees  concerted  measures  with 
the  Alumni  in  attendance  to  secure  a 
full  meeting  of  this  laxly  at  the  next 
Commencement. 

We  repent  what  is  perhaps  not  well 
known,  that  tuition  at  the  University  is 
substantially  free.  The  interest  on  the 
endowment  fund,  in  round  numbers,  is 
»;«,<XW.OO  annually.  From  this  revenue 
the  salaries  of  tutors  aud  professors  are 
paid,  and  this  provision  made  room  for 
the  practical  abolition  of  tuition  fees — 
and  still  would  leave  a balance  which, 
it  was  supposed,  would  serve  to  make 
needful  additions  to  the  library  and 
chemical  and  philosophical  laboratories 
and  apparatus,  and  supply  ‘.be  means 
for  necessary  repairs  and  care  of  the 
University  grounds  and  buildings.  We 
fgar  that  the  growth  of  the  University 
in  the  matter  of  its  library  and  other 
appointments  mentioned,  will  be  stinted 
under  the  wisest  economy,  but  tbe 
Trustees  bate  striven  to  keep  the  insti- 
tution within  the  limits  of  its  resources. 

For  the  merits  of  the  discipline  which 
has  undergone  little  change,  the  country 
must  form  its  opiniou  from  the  fruits 
exhibited  in  its  graduate*  It  is  as  gissl 
as  it  i-  in  the  best  ordered  Universities, 
we  fully  believe. 

One  fact  we  will  mention  in  conclu- 
sion—a fact  of  the  greatest  importance— 
and  that  is,  that  for  the  last  two  colle- 
giate years  there  has  Iteen  no  death  and 


of  communication  between  the  trustees 
and  the  people,  whom  they  represent, 
in  a great  trust,  will  be  highly  benefi- 
cial, and  far  preferable  to  the  usual 
official  report.  The  undersigned  trus- 
tees were  for  the  time  being  chosen  to 
frame  an  address  which  it  is  hoped  will 
be  the  beginning  of  a series. 

The  University  is  tbe  principal  educa- 
tional foundation  in  the  State.  If  owes 
its  origin  to  tbe  wise  policy  which  once 
guided  the  people  of  the  United  States 
in  the  disposition  of  their  splendid  in- 
heritance, the  public  domain.  It  has 
from  this  source  a national  endowment. 
From  its  infancy  it  has  been  an  object 
of  great  solicitude  to  the  people  of 
tbe  State,  and  a source  of  just 
pride.  No  other  institution  of  the 
State,  excellent  as  they  are  in  their 
grade  aud  objec's,  proposes  to  give  high 
scholarship  We  are  by  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances divided  in  our  business  con- 
nections between  business  centers,  bu: 
we  are  united  as  one  people  in  the  Uni- 
versity, where  all  sections  and  all  classes 
are  represented,  and  where  all  influences 
tend  to  give  a distinctive  character  and 
culture  to  Mississippi  youth.  It  was 
from  this  institution,  broad  and  liberal 
in  its  scheme  of  education,  we  hoped  to 
send  forth,  in  the  fullness  of  time, 
educated  men  who  would  take  honorable 
rank  in  any  society  of  scholars  and  gen- 
tlemen, and  assume  leading  functions 
in  the  whole  round  of  intellectual  activ- 
ities, the  growth  of  Mississippi  educa- 
tion and  training  and  distinctly  our 
own.  These  expectations  have  iteen 
fully  realised  in  the  first  fruits.  No 
institution  of  learning  in  any  .State  for 
the  same  time  and  from  the  same  mini 
berof  students  has  contributed  so  many 
men  of  note  to  politics,  to  journaliam,  to 
the  pulpit,  to  institutions  of  learning,  to 
the  learned  professions,  and  to  tbe  very 
best  classes  in  unprofessional  life.  We 
emphasize  the  contribution  to  the  cause 
of  general  education.  Her  graduates  are 
to  lie  found  in  your  professorships,  ami  at 
the  head  of  the  finest  high  schools  in  the 
State.  University  men  constitute  to- 
day a most  effective  ami  beneficial 
force  in  society  and  in  all  public  affairs, 
-date  and  National.  There  is  hardly  a 
town  of  note,  in  the  State,  in  which  they 
are  r.ot  leaders.  For  usefulness,  for 
weight  ami  influence,  for  all  l lint  gh-e* 
moral  health  and  strength  to  a State 
and  aid  to  carry  it  forward  in  the  path 
uf  elevated  progress,  they  are  unsurpass 
erf  t>y  any  body  of  men,  the  growth 
of  college  training,  in  any  country. 

Tlte  capacity  of  the  institution  to  ac- 
complish the  object  of  its  founders  is 
shown  in  a manner  nod  degree  which 
gives  the  most  complete  satisfaction. 
The  offspring  of  the  University  now 
mingled  with  the  mass  of  our  citizens, 
illustrate  the  merits  of  the  training  and 
education  liestowed  upon  them.  What 
the  University  has  dune  in  (lie  past  it 
can  do  in  tbe  future.  It  is  fulfilling  its 
purpose,  lull  that  purpose  is  no  nearer

AT  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Mississippi,  last  week 
Chancellor  Stewart  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion, and  the  same  was  accepted.  Dr. 
Wheat  was  transferred  to  the  chair  of 
Metaphysics,  and  Prof.  Addison  Hoge, 
of  Hainpton-Syduev  College,  Virginia, 
was  elected  to  the  > ir  of  Greek,  which 
has  been  so  long  anu  o ably  filled  by 
Dr.  Wheat.  Tbe  oriice  of  Chairman  of 
tbe  Faculty  was  created,  to  continue 
until  the  Trustees  cat  find  a suitable 
man  for  Chancellor — the  Faculty  to 
elect  the  Chairman.  Prof.  Edward 
Mayes  was  chosen.  He  has  for  many 
years  been  the  accomplished  Professor 
of  Law,  and  is  a gentleman  of  fine  ad- 
ministrative ability.  The  action  of  the 
trustees  will  meet  with  very  general 
approval,  and  the  members  of  the  Fac- 
ulty can  help  to  demonstrate  its  wisdom 
by  moving  out  among  the  people,  and 
making  known  the  claims  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  a more  general  patronage. 
The  address  of  the  Trustees,  which 
will  be  found  in  another  column,  admir- 
ably states  the  case,  and  it  should  be 
followed  up  by  earnest  and  active  work 
on  the  part  of  trustees,  faculty,  alumni 
and  students.  A strong  pull,  and  a 
pull  all  together,  cannot  fail  to  matricu- 
late at  least  three  hundred  young  men  on 
the  opening  day  of  the  next  session.
